kans. It has become just' that. 


On the Yugoslav border, in north- 


ern Albania, Italy now holds a domin- 
ant military 
advantage 
along the 


Mioti mountains, over-looking 
the 


Mali river. Her guns have the range 
of vulnerable southeast Yugoslavia. 
Farther south, along the Mount Lib- 
razhd section, Italy has constructed 
a line of fortifications aimed at both 
Yugoslavia and Greece. 


In addition, Italy has a series of 


vital bases stretching 
from 
Koree 


to Argyrokastra, literally 
covering 


the Greek border. These bases are 
built underground at the foot of 
mountains which shelter them from 
air attack. One thousand planes can 
take off from these points at a mo- 
ment's notice. The reserve strength 
as reported by Albanians recently 
reaching the United States, is two 
and a half times that number. 


W.hy Balkans Worry 


And along with the stragctic mi- 


liary position Italy won in Albania, 
she also inherited a potential Al- 
banian army of not fewer than 150,- 
000 men. The Albanians are traditional- 
ly good fighS;rs. 


The strength of the Italian army in 


Albania is believed to be not less 
than 200,000, counting the "laborers" 
Italy continues to ship into the coun- 
try. Thus the Italian strength in the 
Balkans may be placed between 350,- 
000 and 400,000 men. 


With an experienced air-arm, a high- 


ly motorized and .weH-equippcd army, 
with her impregnable new system of 
fortifications, not to mention the na- 
tural mountain barriers along north- 
ern and southern Albania, Ilaly is

Chinese Still Run 


Own Postal Lines 


Japs Can't Take Them 


— Have to Use 
Chinese Stamps-

SHANGHAI —One of the many cook 


eyed — but 
typically Orient—ar- 


rangements resulting from Japan's un- 
declared war on China is exemplified 
in the administration and management 
of this country's great network of 
postal communications. 


,Thc entire postal system, includ- 


ing all offices in the wide slices of 
territory occupied by Japanese mili- 
tary forces, is still controlled and 
operated by the Chungking govern- 
ment. 


When a Japanese soldier buys a 


stamp for a letter to a buddy else- 
where in China, his five cents go in- 
to the treasury of the Chinese gov- 
ernment. China reciprocates by trans- 
porting the letter, and a Chinese post- 
man delivers it to its destination. 


Since the postal service has npt 


shown any profit since 1933, it costs 
Chungking a large sum annually to 
keep the mails running for the in- 
vaders 
On the other hand, the 


Lhinese get the income from mails 
carried by Japanese airplanes and 
ships. 
^ 


The Japanese have grabbed almost 


all paying businesses 
in occupied 


China, but beyond installing their 
own censors have kept strictly away 
from the postal organization. 


This is mainly due to the fact that 


under international postal agreements 
only Chinese stamps can be used on 
mail originating in China.

It's 
aimed at promoting Anglo-American 
friction and keeping America out of 
the war," said thin, quiet, red-headed 
Prof. John B. Whitton, chairman of 
the Listening Centers' board. 


Typical commentary programs from 


Berlin include sketches of famous 
Americans who lived during strife of 
the War of 1812 or the Revolution— 
when England and America were at 
war. Oilier programs warn Americans 
about the numerous military air fields 
Britain is building in Canada, to be 
used one day to attack,the U. S. 


Berlin also presents an "American 


language"" (they never say 'English") 
counterpart of their successful Bri- 
tish program by "Lord Haw-Haw of 
Zessen." It's read to America in let- 
ter form, starting "Dear Harry," and 
its author is an lowan on the Ger- 
man radio staff. He calls himself 
Lord Hee-Haw. 


The French, through Paris Mondial, 


their short wave outlet,' seem con- 


tent to take a back seat in the war 
of words, keeping their programs on a 
highly intellectual level and leaving 
the work to Britain. 


The British have not started as yet, 


although it has. been considered, a 
program solely designed for American 
lisUiers. They count on their Canada- 
beamed news programs and 
talks 


reaching American ears. 


The English base their appeal large- 


ly oil their idcaological war aims and 
the common Anglo-American way of 
life. Especially for their Canadian 
listeners, they stress Empire soldar- 
ity and Germany's weakness in raw 
materials.

Ycung Children Especially 
, Susceptible to Tuberculosis 


Tuberculosis is a communicable dis- 
iase to whcih' choldren are very sus- 
ceptible, but -children do not inherit 
uberculosis. A very' few bnbies have 
Jeen born with tuberculosis acquired 
rom the mother during pregnancy but 
this is not hereditary in the strict 
sense of the term. Tuberculosis Is 
usually acquired by children after 
birth by contact, direct or indirect, 
with those who have the disease 
It may also be acquired by the drink- 
ing of milk from, tuberculous cows, 
and from Bother infected foods. The 
tasting of food before 'giving it to 
children, using the same spoon, is 
especially to be condemned. 


The source ofrinfection may be 'dif- 


ficult ,to determine. Sometimes.a nui-se 
maid or a relative with" unsuspected 
tuberculosis coming into close con- 
tact with the baby gives it the dis- 
ease. Remember ;that persons 'with 
chronic tuberculosis may have tubercle 
bacilli in the sputum and not show 
any of the usual signs, of the dis- 
ease. Those' persons-may be danger- 
ous carriers and infect the baby. 


Old people with so-called 'chronic 


bronchitis' 'or "asthma" may actually 
have tuberculosis. Coughing, sneez- 
ing or spitting of such individuals 
in the presence of children may >be 
the spurce of infection. The bad habit 
of allowing Jond relatives and friends 
to fondle and kiss the baby has un- 
doubtedly' resulted in many cases of 
infection.

It became Mrs. Harri- 
man's (ask (o remind (he Norwegians 
that the Germans had forfeited the 
boat by docking in a neutral port—a 
delicate spot for any diplomat. The 
Norwegians decided to return the 
boat lo ils America ncrew, Mrs. Har- 
riman got an immediate report from 
the Flint's captain, and was Ihe first 
(o report to the state department what 
actually had happened. 


Came the Invatioii 


Then came the morning .of April 


9. About three o'clock Mrs. Harri- 
man's phone rang. The British min- 
ister was calling to ask if she'd take 
"ver his duties. The Germans were 
nvading. He was leaving. 
She rushed into her clothes aiid to 


her office. She called the Norwegian 
foreign office, confirmed the story, 
then cabled. Washington. The arrival 
of her wire here was the first the 
rest of the world knew the war had 
broken out in earnest. There's no 
way of knowing yet why other of- 
fices didn't have messages as quick- 
ly. Maybe it was because Mrs. Har- 
riman sent a straight wire stating 
the facts in regular English—no code. 


By five she had her whole staff and 


families around her, eating break- 
fast, and ready to set oul across coun- 
try to safely. H was some days later 
when she was heard from again—on 
the Swedisli border phoning lo re- 
port. 


This is her second war. During Ihe 


last one she got together a corps of 
DUO women volunteers and took them 
to France as a Red Cross motor corps.
